ers ata Recent State Meeting 
Bulld Up Colonies for the Honey Har 
vest. 
At the annual Michigan state conven- 
tion of bee keepers, Mr. G. M. Doolittle, 
of New York, contributed an essay on 


“How to build up colonies in the spring | 


for the honey harvest.” In this he said: 

Th 1876 and 1877 Mr, J. H. Townly, of 
Jackson, Mich., pressed upon the bee 
keepers of the land the necessity of keep- 
ing bees warm, as soon as out of winter 
quarters, by means of some extra pro- 
tection on the outside of single walled 
hives, if we would have our bees build 
up so as to take advantage of the first 
honey flow, recommending that the hives 
be putin rough boxes somewhat larger 
than the hives, the space between being 
filled with chaff or finestraw. Ten years 
later Mr. W. Z. Hutchinson, of the same 
state, emphasized the matter in his book, 
“Production of Comb Honey,” and I so 
far agree with them that I lay down this 
proposition, viz.: No bee keeper residing 
north of Jatitude 40 degs. can seeure the 
best results in dollars and cents from his 
bees unless he so protects them in the 
spring, whether wintered in the cellar or 
on the summer stand. 

Professor A. J. Cool and others say 
that, in addition to all other favorable 
circumstances, bees must be fed, by way 
of stimulative feeding, at all times when 
they are not gathering honey, in order 
to build colonies up rapidly in the spring. 
Without contradicting the above state- 
ment, I wish to say that the daily feed- 
ing of colonies isa task that most bee 
keepers do not relish, and for this reason 
itis to be avoided, if possible. That it 
y be avoided, I make this statement: 
aving a large supply of honey in 
their hives will build up just as fast, 
without any stimulative feeding, as will 
a colony having little or no stores, under

LESSONS IN CULTIVATION OF OATS. 


Beat Soils for Oats—Effects of Manures 
and Fertilizers. 

In the majority of last season's oat con- 

| tests for the prizes offered by American 

Agriculturist, a level clay loam soil was 


selected, The largest yields are almost 


invariably on soil of this nature, at Jeast | 


Middle 


in the northwest, in the 
Eastern states and in Ontario, 
vial river bottoms of Ohio, although also 
originally in hardwood timber, did not 
average as much as the clay loam soils, 
though these bottoms, under good treat- 
ment, exceeded in productiveness the 
most virgin soil of ¢ A strong, 
sandy loam, under irrigation, in Utah, 
produced a large crop (nearly ninety- 
| three bushels), and the average of the 
oats grown under irrigation in Colorado 
and elsewhere was also fair, These, 
however, are special cases, and farming 
on such soils with irrigation is quite dif- 
ferent from the practices which prevail 
over a large part of our furming area. 
In most cases, also, the best crops grow 
on well drained land. Where this was 
not accomplished naturally, tile drains 
or open ditches were reported. On the 
other hand, many of the failures seem to 
have been in a measure due to the seleo- 
tion of too wet asoil. The oat is not as 
great a lover of moisture as it is com- 
monly accepted to be—an important 
truth that needs to be realized by the 
many who persist in sowing this grain 
on naturally wet and undrained lands, 
with but poor average results. The ne- 
cessity of proper drainage for oat fields 
receives marked emphasis in the com- 
petition under consideration, 

Wherever a clover or alfalfa sod was 
plowed down, either last year or in 
1888, oats did well. A rotation with 
clover seems to be quite as useful with 
oats as with wheat, Stable manure was 
broadcasted and plowed under, four to 
six inches deep, in a number of cases, 
with good results, but the best average 
product, where stable manure was alone 
used, is on fields where the manure ap- 
‘plied was quite fine and was well hav- 
rowedin, This seems to well justify the 
theory and practice of many of our best 
farmers, who hold that, although oats is

daily feeding; and if the full combs of 
honey are placed on one side of a division 
board, and the brood on the other, so 
that the bees have to carry their food 
around this board, they will build up 
faster than they will in either of the 
other cases. When any colony becomes 
strong enough to have brood. in five 
combs, so that these combs average two- 
thirds full, a gain isto be made which 
will much more than pay for the time 
employed, by reversing the brood nest, 
regardless of the style of the hive or 
frame used. 

By reversing ‘the brood nest I mean 
the putting of the center combs, which 
are full of brood, on the outsitle, and 
putting those having the least brood, 
that were on the outside, in the center, 
Now leave them until the hive is so well 
filled with bees that they have brood in 
all but the two outside combs (the center 
combs being filled out to the frame on 
all sides), when the brood is to be re- 
versed again, putting the combs that are 
entirely filled with brood out next to 
these outside combs, and those having 
the least in them in the center. A gain 
of a week at least is made in this way to 
each hive, and this week of honey 
gathering will more than pay for the 
necessary trouble and time, 

On a vote being taken, a large major- 
ity voted in favor of single walled hives, 
with outer case, packed in the spring, 
A. I. Root, M. H. Hunt and several 
others were in favor of chaff packed 
hives the entire year. Dr, A. B. Mason 
was in full accord with Mr. Doolittle, 
and strongly advocated spring protec- 
tion. W. Z. Hutchinson did not believe 
it best to disturb the brood at all, A. L, 
Root was against/spreading brood, M. 
H. Hunt had, on the contrary, seen 
great benefit from it. 


Why the Hens Do Not Lay. 

One of the puzzling questions that of- 
ten arise in the experiences of persons 
raising fowls is why their hens are not 
laying as well as a neighbor's, who is far 
more fortunate in the weekly additions 
made to his egg basket. From the di- 
rections givenin poultry journals and 
by manufacturers of specifics for egg pro- 
duction, many persons start out with the 
confident expectation of uninterrupted 
success in raising chickens and eggs, to 
find at last that the business has for 
some reason become unprofitable, 

In purchasing hens for laying, par- 
ticular attention should be given to the 
color and appearance of their combs, 
which should be bright and red. Where 
the comb has a dull, sickly color, and a 

kind of flattened down appearance, no 
amount of feeding or care will force the 
laying of eggs as long as these condi- 
tions exist. Again, the legs should be 
smooth and clean and free from scales or 
the appearance of spurs, both of which 
indicate that the hen has passed the lay- 
ing age. The cock should be bought out 
of a different flock and be as purely bred 
as possible. The principal causes of 
failure in egg production are believed to 
be: first, keeping hens that are too old; 
second, breeding in and in, or a failure 
to introduce new blood from sources en- 
tirely outside of one’s own flock, and 
third, keeping the flock too long in the 
same runs.

Things That Are Told. 
“Feed more oats this year,” advises 
Rural New Yorker.

Now I prize the food, and our capacity 
for storing it is to be doubled, And still 
I believe that corn for corn should be a 
by product. 

“IT don’t want corn fodder green, dry 
nor ensilaged. The reat corn crop is best 
and cheapest. One cannot afford to 
grow an inferior corn crop for cattle 
food when a better crop can be grown at 
the same expense. It costs no more to 
care for an acre of field corn than to 
properly produce the same area of fod- 
der corn, To be sure, some sow two 
bushels of secd broadcast, and get a 
watery crop that isn’t worth harvesting. 
But corn should neyer be broadcasted. 
Not over sixteen quarts of seed should 
be used, and the planting should be done 
in order, far enough apart toadmit the 
sun and cultivation. When the grain is 
ready to pick, simply pluck the ears and 
throw them in rows upon the bare 
ground. They will take no harm whatever 
if simply moved once in a week or tivo. 
The crop can be gathered and placed in 
the silo as readily as if it had never borne 
ears, and is just as good or better, being 
red, besides providing the profit 
consisting of grain. Ears treated in this 
way the past fall have cured in good 
order, notwithstanding the severity of 
the rainy season, during which they 
were left upon the ground for weeks, 


Tye as a Green Cfop.

THE WHEAT LOUSE AND ITS ENEMIES 


How Farmers May Distinguish Beneficial 
Insecta from the Foos. 

. The wheat louse Jast season caused a 
material diminution of the wheat crop 
in various sections of the country, nota- 
bly in Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky and 
some of the middle states. The first re- 
corded visitation of any note of the 
| grain louse in this country occurred in 
1861, and since that time it has be 
structively abundant only at int 
several years, An early dry sp 
a dry summ yppear favorable to the 
pest, and, ¢ rding to testimony from 
various sources in Kentucky, wheat that 
was a few days early in ripening was 
| not so greatly damaged, but of later 
planted wheat, in some instances, two- 
thirds of the crop was destroyed. 

The following brief description will 
enable farmers to dis inguish these in- 
sects from their natural enemies that ap- 
pear in the field among the lice, and af- 
ford the only prac il protection agai 
their ravages that is now known: The 
grain louse is rather less than a tenth 
of an inch long, with a body a little flat- 
tened from above downward, and widest 
behind. Each has a pair of slender feel- 
ers (Antenne), a jointed beak, which it 
holds close against the under side of the 
body when not In use; three pairs of 
jointed legs and two short tubes, with 
open extremities, towards the hind end 
of the abdomen. The general color is 
pale green, varying Sometimes to pale 
brown, with a series of small spots along 
each sideof the abdomen, By sucking 
the sap of wheat and oats, though not a 
mark be left on the plant, the nutrition 
is withdrawn, leaving light and shriv- 
eled grains, 

The enemies of the wheat louse are of 
two kinds: First, such as devour their 
prey outright; and second, parasites, or 
such as lay their eggs on or in the bodies 
of their victims, where they hatch, and 
the-grub destroys its host, The most im- 
portant and efficient of the latter is a

From the nature of the case 
no artificial remedies are practicable 
against such tiny destroyers in a ficld of 
wheat, and the principal reliance of 
farmers in future visitations must con- 
tinue to be on their own insect friends. 


Removing Old Hedges. 

A great many farmers tolerate hedges 
where they are no longer needed, be- 
cause of the supposed great labor and 
difficulty required to get then out of the 
way. If cut down they sprout again, 
and their rootsanre.too strong to adinitof 
plowing them up. To dig them out 
seems, therefore, the only remedy, and 
this involves such heavy expense that we 
can hardly wonder if the job is often in- 
definitely postponed. But there isa much 
easier way, asserts American Cultivator. 
During the winter cut the hedges as close 
to the ground as is possible, and let the 
hedge lie, making a narrow and compact 
row over the roots, Next spring new 
sprouts will start, and as soon as these 
are in full leaf, pile on a little straw and 
burn it. The hedge cut last winter will 
with very little help burn, and with it 
destroy the new growth. The next sea- 
son the roots will be rotted sufficiently to 
enable a good team with strong plow to 
cut them up and turn over the soil. Itis 
then planted with potatoes, for which 
the mixtune of ashes and rotten sod 
makes an admirable preparation. So in- 
expensive.is this method that often the 
first crop of potatoes on the ground re- 
Jeemed from waste will pay all the cost, 


Moultry House Points. 

Cleanliness, Do not neglect it. Sweep 
it every morning. After having made 
everything perfectly neat, spread dry 
earth or fine ashes under the roost, 

Keep the nest free from vermin. This 
can be accomplished with little trouble 
if attention is given regularly. The 
nest should be made up new frequently, 
at least once a month, and the nest boxes 
should have a fresh coating of white- 
wash at thesame time. Put it on while 
hot. 

Every tive weeks take brush and can 
and thoroughly paint the roosts with 
kerosene. About once in two months 
during the warm season give the interior 
of the hen house a good whitewashing. 

Provide a dust bath, and from time to 
time throwin about half a pound of 
some effective insect powder.

Daniel Reid, a neighbor of the ory’s tel's | 
a story which shows how cruelly and delib- | 
erately the murdered man was dogged to 
death by the condemned prizoner in order 
that he might gratify his lust. It seems | 
that a few days before the murder Davia 
found Emory in the marsh and was going to 
| kill him, but the poor man begged for his 
lite und promised to go away and let Davis | 
have his wife On this condition Davis | 
allowed Emory to live, but the unfortunate 
man afterwards determined to stand his 
ground, aud on the day before ths fatal 19th 
he made a statement to Daniel Reid, Not 


having been made in the presence of either 
of the prisoners, it was not admissible as | 
evidence at the trial, Daniel Reid says— j 
“Wm. Emory started to go away from my | 


asked him what his hurry was. He said 
that he had to go away : that Davis hud told | 
him (Emory) that he would give hin until 
about the middle of October to leave the 
place if not he would shoot him, Emory 
said that he saw Davis in the marsh the day 
before his (Reid s) ‘bee’, and that Davis was 
going to shoot him, but he begged his life of 
Davis, Davis then told him that if he ever 
caught him again in the marsh he would 
shoot him. Emory told me that if anything 
happened to him to let it be known, Emory 
said that his wife told him that if he did not 
get away she would have Davis kill him. 
Emory cried and shook hands with me and 
said ; “If anything happens let what 1 have 
told you be known, and if there does nothin 
happen keep it to yourself.” It is RacAbeed 
that on the morning of September 19th 
Emory carried his rifle to the beaver meadow 
with the determination that he would defend 
himself to the bitter end in case his avowed 
enemy should attack him. Davis probably 
surprised Emory while the latter was mow- 
ing grass, and shot him with his (Emory’s) 
own rifle, 

Mrs. Emory who was acquitted of a crime 
for which she also should have suffered the 
penalty of the law has made this statement 
of her own accord : 

On September 19th Peter Davis and my- 
self, were talking and { told him my husband 
was abusing me on his account, and that my 
husband said that he would shoot him if he 
ever caught him around, and Peter he said 
that if he ever seen him in the woods with 
his gun that he would shoot my husband is 
he could, and that in time he would make 


me his wife. Isaid, ‘*Peter don’t for your 
own sake, for I am afraid that you will be 
found out,” and he said he did not think it, 
Pue if he was he would only have to suffer 
or it. 

A reporter of the Ootario also learned 
from a gentleman who has resided in Mar 
mora several years and is personally ac- 
quainted with all the parties, that Wm. 
Emory lived in constant fear of his life and 
on more than one occasion openly confessed 
that he believed he would come to his end 
at the hands of Davis, At times he would 
turn out of his road to avoid meeting Davis 
whom he held in mortal dread. The Ona 
tario’s informant said : “Whenever a ‘‘bee’, 
was held in the neighborhood at which Davis 
was present Emory would invariably start 
home before dark, as he was afraid of being 
molested by Davis.”

High Water, 

A correspondent writing to the Zntelli- 
gencer from Bancroft says that the spring 
freshet is higher on the river now than it 
has been for some years, For many seasons 
the flood has been kept back by a series of 
dams erected by lumbermen to assist their 
drives, but this year, owing to the unusual 
flood, the upper dam put up by Messrs. 
Mason at the outlet of one of the large lakes 
Bue way, carrying other dams with it 
down to Baptiste’s lake, 12 miles above 
Bancroft, raising it higher than it has ever 
been. The dam in this lake is carefully 
watched, seeing that if it should also burst, 
all low lands down the river would suffer, 
as this Iake and its tributaries cover o 
surface of at least 100 square miles, Messrs. 
Mason, it ia said, cannot now get their 
timber down this season,

Deafness is more prevalent among males than

Never breed from yearling 
turkeys, if you can get 2-year-old 

In winter, especially, it is desirable te 
have ‘plenty of chaff scattered in the 
houses for the fowls to scratch about 
and pick over, for otherwise they would 
have nothing to do but eat their meals 
at regular intervals, and would spend 
the intervening time in moping around 
or sleepily sitting on their roosting 
benches, 

No matter 


how eareful w be, 

we shall ovcasionally tind eggs frozen in 
the nest. These eges are, of course, un- 
fit for sitting or marketing, but witha 
little care can be preserved and made 
useful for culinary purposes. The only 
precaution needed is to keep them frozen 
till they are to be used. Do prepare for 
use, pour boilin® water over them, and 
allow them to cool in a warm ‘room, 
Then use them at once. 

Poultry will not pay the rent oftheir 
roosts in winter, unless they have olean, 
warm and light quarters.

Churniig Whole Butters 

The sme process of churning is» re- 
quired to make butter from sweet milk 
as from souved cream, ‘The butter fat in 
milk is contained in little globules that 
have to bo broken by agitation, so that 
the butter they contain is released and 
can be gathered in a mass by itself. By 
setting the milk the portion containing 
the butter mostly rises to the surface as 
cream, and thus only a comparatively 
small portion of the whole milk need be 
subjected to churning. It is sometimes 
claimed that churning the whole mill 
will give aslightly larger proportion of 
butter, but where the cream has been 
properly raised ‘the difference, if any, is 
not enough to compensate for the addi- 
tional labor in churning so large a mass 
of milk fora small yield ef butter, ‘To 
make the sanye amount of butter would 
requirea chum of about ten times the 
capacity and. proportionate amount of 
power to churn it from milk as would be 
necessary fee cream, so ‘that churning

Best Varieties of Grapes.

Mr. Doolittle stoutly maintained 
that neither the Catawba mor Isabella 
ripened their fruit on the cold clay soils 
of Streetsborough, and that he did not 
‘see an eatable grape until the Concord 
was introdaced about, twenty, years ago,

Perbapz.of all things in connection 
with swine breeding thereiis none which 
dt is more mecessary to avokl than that 
of jin breeding. It is a question which 
has for ages been discussed, both by those 
whe-are opposed to it and those who had 
been.compelled to resort torit in order to 
produce .the ideal type which they had 
setmp. In these days of somany differ- 
emt strains of blood, together with so 
many family types, we do net believe it 
is mecessary cither to cross parent with 
offspring or even the males and females 
af that offspring together. To one of 
ikmowledge antl judgment it-cannot be 
difficultito procure the type of animal he 
requires, whereas the extra trouble and 
expense which ivenay likely give him to 
find and purchase it can immo way be 
compared with the trouble ;and loss 
which ds.certain te ensue froma \the very 
pernicious habit of in breeding. 


Wines on House Walls. 

F, 1. Valentine very sensibly advises 
that grape vines be planted on fhe south 
side of the building and trained evenly 
over the wall, This is an excellent way 
to cover an musightly barn or old build- 
ing of any kind. There is no expense 
for trellis, and grapes will thrive finely, 
as they get the full benefit of the sun's 
rays. Very little room is required to 
grow grapes in this way, as all that is 
needed is soil. cnough te hold the roots, 
They may be planted under a pavement, 
stones being wemoyved for the purpose, 
and then replaced, In a western city, a 
few years ago, a mercbant showed a 
small area in the rear of bis store which 
he had filled with vines, training thena 
up tothe high brick walls, and he said

Joseph Harris gives some valuable hints, | 


Soda as a fertilizer for fruits and vegetables. 
He says :—‘‘If we put on half the quantity 
of ordinary manare and sow broadcast 200 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre 1D 
addition, this will he fully equal toa good 
dressing of the very richest composts, anda 
great desl cheaper. I say nitrate of soda, 
because it is not only a cheaper source of 
nitrogen than sulphate of ammonia or the 
organic nitrogen in our different fertilizers, 
but the mitrogen is in jast the condition 
necessary for absorption by the plants, 

have used it with great odvan ‘age on 
peaches, strawberries, roses, currants, rasp- 
berries, asparagus, celery plants, potatocs, 
onions, beete, und nearly all garden crops. 
For several years we could not raise peaches. 
The leaves curled up and turned yellow in 
June and frequently fell off, and in a year 
or twe the tree was dead. For two years 
the teees that have had nitrate have shown 
little or no symptoms of the disease, if 
disexge it is, The leaves had that dark 
greey, luxuriant color that is the character- 
istic/effect of tiberal manuring, and, better 
thaa all, we have had fine crops of peaches.”

Gentleman recommends attention to the 
| following rules, which aro conveniently 


classified under different heads, First 
comes: 
Selection of ground—Select o good 


soil, such as will raise good farm crops. 
Make it mellow at once or with previous 
mellowing crops. Hill sides or rocky 
places are admissible only in case plenty 
of barn manure can be had for annual 
top dressing. Seo that the land has good 
natural or artificial drainage. 

Choice of trees—Choose young and 
vigorous trees, not over two years old 
froth the graft. See that ampleroots are 
secured in digging—enough to stiffen the 
tree without staking, and give ready 
growth. Avoid large, overgrown or 
stunted trees which have short roote

mutilated by digging. Rememberthat a 
good supply of roots is more important 
than straight stems or handsome heads. 
Procure well proved standard varieties, 
and not new lauded sorts, 

Setting out the trees—If trees from a 
distance are partly dry when received, 
bury them for a week, top and all,. in 
finely pulverized moist soil, to restore 
them. Before setting out, dig holes 
broad enough to receive all the roots 
without bending. Use no manure, ex- 
cept on the surface after setting or in the 
remote parts of large holes. In setting 
out, spread the roots out equally on all 
sides, at their full length, and fill in com- 
pactly fine mellow earth. After set, 
shorten back the long shoots and thin 
out where too thick, giving a neat, even, 
moderate head. Always shorten back 
before the buds swell, and never when 
partly or wholly in leaf. Keep the 
ground for several feet around the newly 
set trees clean and mellow all summer, 

After care of the trees—Keep the 
ground cultivated over the whole sur- 
face for six or eight years; after which 
allow grass to grow only in case a 
good annual or biennialtop dressing of 
manure may be given. As the roots of 
growing trees are as longas their height, 
avoid the mistake of spading or manur- 
ing narrow circles around the foot of 
the stem, but cultivate the whole sur- 
face, promptly removing ail suckers, 
Clover and sowed grain should never be 
allowed in young orchards; grass, if 
kept short, and annually top dresssed 
with manure, isadmissible; hoed crops, 
as corn and potatoes, do well; and clear 
culture is the best. 

Pruning and grafting—Much pruning 
is unnecessary, and when performed do 
but little in any one year; thin the out- 
side of the head and not the center, and 
paint all wounds. Undesirable fruits or 
those proved unfitted to the climate may 
be changed to good ones by grafting; 
several grafts spread over the heads 
will soon form bearing trees, For large 
trees, divide the grafting through two or 
three seasons, 

Selection of varieties—For home use, 
set out good varieties enough to keep up 
a constant succession from the midsum- 
mer kinds through autumn and winter, 
and of long keepers to last through 
spring. For market, choose such as bear 
heavy crops of salable apples, and plant 
orchards only in such places as they suc- 
ceed well in and find a ready sale at the 
most profitable times of year. 


The Ripening of Cream. 

Henry Stewart thus discourses on the 
“new invention,” so called, of ripening 
cream by the use of a lactic ferment, 
which has been claimed to have been 
made by a Mr. Boyd, a creamery owner 
of Illinois, is said to consist of a mixture 
with sweet cream of a certain quantity 
of soured skimmed milk which has been 
warmed to 90 degs. and then kept for 
twenty-four hours in a close vessel from 
contact with air. This soured milk or 
“lactic ferment” is called a ‘‘starter.” 
There is nothing new in this process in 
principle, Itissimply souring the cream 
by adding sour milk to it, and this had 
been done years ago by our grandmoth- 
ers in effect, but not precisely by the use 
of a closed vessel to put the warmed 
milk in tosour, It has been quite com- 
mon to pour the remnants of the cream 
ripened in the usual old fashioned man- 
ner into the fresh cream to sour it in 
time for churning. In fact, in the busi- 
ness of dairying, as in other agricultural 
methods, more has heen forgotten than 
many persons who claim to be inventors 
of new processes ever knew. 

Crooked Lreasts in Fowls, 

Crooked breasts are often caused by 
the absurd plan adopted in many poul- 
try houses of carrying the perches up one 
above the other nearly or quite to the 
roof of the house, In this case the fowls 
always endeavor to occupy the highest 
perch, for which they fight and struggle, 
some being knocked off, and come to the 
ground with sufficient force to break the 
breast bone, It may be alleged that, as 
fowls naturally prefer the higher 
branches of trees in which to roost secure 
from enemies, therefore they should be 
allowed to roost oi high perches when in 
confinement; but it must be remembered 
that a fowl! roosting on a high branch in 
a tree flies down very obliquely, and 
comes gradually to the ground, whereas 
in asmall house it has to drop witha 
thud that often breaks the breast, The 
perches in a fowl house should never be 
more than four, or at most five feet from 
the ground, andif all are placed at the 
same level there will be no squabbling 
for the highest.

There are men employed in factories where 
dried yeast is made whose business it is to 
put the yeast into packages weighing a cer 
tain amount each. It is on a table in front 
of them in a large plastic mass, and there 
are the scales for weighing it. But the men 
do not use the scales. They simply separate 
fcom the mass with their hands a lump of it 
and put it up, and you may choose at random 
and pat iton the scales, and it will weigh 
exactly the right amount, the scales beam 
just balancing. 

Where large numbers of eggs are handled 
andshipped to market there is a process 
known as ‘‘candleing” eggs, which consists 
in taking them up in the hands (usually two 
eggs in each hand at a time) and_holding 
them up before a lighted candle. The light 
shining through them reveals to the practis- 
ed eye the exact condition of the contents. 
But some of the men soon get so that they 
do not need to use the candle, the mero con- 
tact of their hands with the shells denoting 
the condition of the egg just as infallible and 

¥ much more quickly. And they distinguish 
in that way not merely eggs which are de 
cidedly bad, but those which are just barely 
beginning to lose their freshness, 

Tere are three different ways in which 
extreme skill of the hands is shown hy per- 
sistent training: First, in detecting align 
differences in magnitude ; second, in weight 
and lostly, in texture or character of surface

HOW TO RUN A COAL STOVE, 


A coal stove should never be filled up with 
coal higher than the fire brick, and a little 
lower is better. Never put wood on top of 
coal if you wish a good, clean fire. ood 
ashes rattling down through the hard coal 
fire are notanimprovement. No dead ashes 
or clinkers should be allowed on the grate 
or under it either, An ash pit under the 
boiler, if allowed to fill with ashes, will re- 
flect so much heat against the grate that it 
will soon wear out snd fall to pieces, The 
same will take place in the hot stove as well 
as in the steam boiler. 

If the object to run a fire is to burn out 
as mvch coal as possible then fill it full, even 
so that the covers will not go down. This 
srrangement will burn the greatest potsible 
quantity of coal in the least amount of time; 
to obtain directly opposite results, keep a 
clean fire in the fire box about two-thirds 
full of coal,—[{ Northwestern Mechanic,

A Highly Satisfactory Test 

The Toronto newspapers of Tuesday con- 
tain accounts of an interesting test of the 
strength of some terra zotta flooring manufac- 
tured at the Deseronto Porous Terra Cotta 
and Fireproofing Works of the Rathbun Co. 
The test was made on Monday, 19th inst., 
in the new board of trade building, Toronto, 
where the flooring had been laid, in the 
presence of Messrs. J. L, Davidson, presi- 
dent, and Mr. Wills, sucretary of the Board 
of Trade; KE. D. Morris, manager of the 
Deseronto Terra Cotta Works ; E. A, Kent, 
Buffalo, architect of the building ; W. 
Phillips, supt. of the works; and a strong 
array of newspaper men. The test was 
highly satisfactory and all who witnessed it 
expressed themselves surprised and more 
than pleased with the result. The Ympire 
states that ‘“‘four thousand five hundred 
pounds was the weight the eompany guaran- 
teed the floor to support, but yesterday's 
trial showed that it was capable of much 
greater endurance, Pigiron, weighing in all 
over 4,000 pounds, was placed ou an iron 
square resting on the weakest part of the 
floor, and allowed to remain there from 
early in the mornicg till about 4.30 in the 
afternoon, when the test took place. Bar 
after bar of the iron was added till the pile 
became shaky, ond finally toppled over, 
without, however, crushing in tho floor, 
The total weight of iron was 5,800 pounds, 
and, although the bricks below had given 
way to the strain somewhat, yet trom all 
appearances the collapse would not have 
occurred until several hundred pounds more 
had been added, Everybody waa pleased 
with the experiment, and Mr, Wills went 
away satisfied that even the weight of the 
numerous business men who rush to examine 
the morning bulletins would be insufficient 
to crush through the flooring of the new 
building.” Wemay also add that no coment 
was used, the terra cotta only boing used.

And so they wore, as far a9 these 
things went, but over all there was a cloud, a

But of course, when the flight had been so 
hasty, some important things had been for- 
gotten, and so a week later, hearing that the 
Indians had left that part of the frontier for 
the time, Mr, Fairleigh decided to return to 
the plantation for a few days, taking with 
him E Pluvibus Solis (for thus had Humpty’s 
parents named her elder brother, acting on 
the advice of mischievous Harry), a sturdy 
youth of 18, and Humpty to cook for them, 
for young as she was she had learned a great 
deal of this difficult art.

Relating these circumstances may be 
deemed superfious, as their occurence was 
of so recent a date and so is fresh in the 
recollection of all but the younger Deseron- 
tonians, but time is rapidly on the march 
and so to give these little bits of local 
history a permanency by fixing itim younger 
minds may be of interest in the future. In

Nine Mile Point the vessel could be geen 
lying on her broadside, and her name could 
be made out, the Jessie Breck. On going 
close to her there was no sign of any person 
clinging to any part of the wreck. The lake 
was very rough, and the waves Were wash- 
ing over her, Her sails were all set, but the 
foremast had been broken otf. Part of her 


stern was found half a mile away. An at- 
tempt was made this morning to tow her to 
Garden Island, but an anchor of the wrecked 
vessel had fastened itself to the bottom of 
the lake and it was impossible to move hor. 
A diver will be sent down to free the 
anchor, 

This morning the yawl boat of the Jessie 
Breck was found upeide down on the shore 
of Horse Shoo Isand, There is no doubt but 
that all hands on board were drowned, 

The following composed the crew .— 
Thomas Mackie, captain ; Joseph Mackie, 
mate ; Maria Mackie, cook; W. Mackie, 
seaman. (These four were brothers and 
sister.) William Miller, seaman ; John 
Miller, seaman, (These two were father and 
son.) Frank George, seaman; Donald 
McDonald, seaman, 

All but George were residents of Wolfe 
Island, Capt. Mackie was married, but 
had no children, Mate Mackie leayes a 
wife and two small children, 

The Jessie Breck was not insured and was 
valued st $5,000, This was her first trip 
this season, She had been at the wreck of 
the steamer Armstrong all winter, and had 
taken a load of ice to Charlotte and was on 
her way back to Garden Island with a cargo 
of water-soaked timber. She was thought 
to be one of the best boats on the lake. 
Last year $2,200 was spent in repairing her. 
The tug Johnston was engaged to-day in 

athering up the floating timber which had 
Bean washed off the deck of the wrecked 
vessel, 

Mr. Dunlop, keeper of the Nine Mile light 
honse, was watching the vessel and saw her 
godown. He says that he saw the vessel 
making for the bar. It would only have 
taken the boat ten minutes to have reached 
it, and then they would have been safe. 
Four men were pumping as hard as they 
could and there was one man at the mainsail 
and another at the jib, besides a man at the 
wheel, Mr Dunlop could see them very 
plain. While he was looking at her the 
mainsail dropped and the vessel went under 
like a stone, He kept a lookout for her 
but she did not come up for about a minute 
anda half. When she did come up she was 
on her side. Mr. Dunlop thinks that there 
must have been a leak in the vessel as the 
men were working very hard at the pumps. 
The sailors on board knew their work well, 
They knew that if they could have reached 
the bar their lives would be saved. Mr, 
Dunlop says she went down so quick that 
the crew had not time to do anything. 
They were all working at thetime. As Mr, 
Dunlop was the nearest to her and could 
see everything his version of the disaster is 
likely the right one. 

Mrs, Dunlop, wife of Franklin Dunlop, 
lighthouse keeper, saw more of the disaster 
than perhaps any other person. When 
her husband levelled his marine glasses upon 
the veasel he observed men clinging to the 
wreck. He turned to his wife and giving 
her the glasses told her to keep sight of them 
till he could have a message sent for help. 
She could see the men on the vessel after it 
turned over, There were three or four hold- 
ing on to the railing of the boat and there 
was another in the rigging. The vessel dis- 
appeared from sight but a minute or so and 
then came to the surface. Three men ran 
along the side towards the cabin of the boat 
and the man in the rigging kept waving his 
hat to thoseonshore, They held bravely on 
for fully three quarters of an hour then be- 

to be washed off one at a time, the man 
in the rigging being the last to disappear. 
Mrs. Dunlop had the best opportunity of 
seeing the vessel through the trough of the 
sea, Those on shore were looking against 
the waves, hence the supposition that she 
foundered outright. Had a life-saving crew 
been stationed at the Point at Nine Mile 
light, it would not be necessary in this issue 
to chronicle the loss of so many lives. Fif- 
teen minutes would have brought such a crew 
to the side of the Breck and those clinging 
to the wreck would have been saved,

ssbaden, always gay, has experienced 
something of a flutter over the arrival of this 
distinguished invalid, who comes to be troat- 
ed for rheumatism and gout by the most- 
famous of European masseurs, Dr, Metzger, 
of Amsterdam, Dr. Metzger has had under 
his caro at different times the Prince of 
Wales, who visited bim here; the Emperor of 
Russia, whom he treated at St. Petersburg, 
and almost every crowned head in Europe, 
with the exception of the young Emperor of . 
Germany. His latestroyal patient has, with 
her household, taken possession of the lovely 
villa Langenbeck, in the suburbs, ‘The villa 
is situated on a romantic-looking height 
which overlooks the town and affords a suporb 
view of the surrounding country for many 
miles. Here the life of the Empress is very 
simple and secluded. She rides a great deal, 
but, as at Vienna, she is rarely to be seen and 
is denied to visitors, Her constant compan- 
ions are the Fraulein yon Ferenczi and an- 
other lady of honor, her youngest daughter, 
the Archduchess Valerie, and the Countess 
Korniss, 

She rises yery early, and with Valerie 
strolls in the great rose-gardens attached to 
the villaforan hour or more, till the time 
for mass, which she attends in the private 
chapel attached to the villa. Then she takes 
her massage for an hour, after which comes 
a mineral bath for the gout, the whole treat- 
ment occupying the time until 1 o’clock, when 
dinner is served in absolute privacy. She 
eats very lightly, and, inthe evening, a little 
tea with sandwiches is all the ladies of this 
modest court take before retiring. Indeed, 
the daily routine of the villa is more like the 
life of a convent than anything else.

The 
Koh-i-noor is well known by nearly every 
one as the name of a lovely gem belonging 
to the English crown; it weghs 10} carats 
and is valued at $700,000. The Hope is a blue 
diamond owned by Holland, valued at £55,000. 
Russia owns four magnificent diamonds be- 
sides the Grand Mogul, named respectively 
Shah of Egypt, Saucy Polar Starand Orloff, 
the valueof which amounts to more than 
$1,000,000, France owns a beautiful dia- 
mond known as the Regent, valued ata mil- 
lion and a half. Diamonds, although the 
hardest of known substances, are not, as 
some people really believe indestructible, 
They are inflamable when heated red-hot and 
when plunged into the atmosphere of oxygen 
burn with a steady light, giving rise to pure 
carbonic acid and leaving a small residue of 
silica and iron.—St. Louis Post Dispatch.

The oxtension of this strect 
would be a great convenience and it would 
undoubtedly lessen the danger of fice and 
improve the sanitary condition of the ward. 
The council may just as well face the 
question now when the contemplated change 
can be effected at comparatively small cost 
compared wlth what it would be two or 
three ycars hence. he councillors for the 
West ward will no doubt be heard upon 
this question at an early day. 


The New Dry Kilns. hs 


Mr. PD, L. Williams, superintendent of 
that busy establishment, the Dry Kilns, of 
the Rathbun Company, kindly showed us 
through the new building last week and 
explained to us the new process of drying 
lumber which has been introduced by tne 
Sturtevant Company, of Boston, Mass, The 
old method of heating the kilns by miles of 
steam pipes has been superseded by a new 
system, by which the cold air passes through 
a large mass of coils which are heated to a 
very high temperature by steam. Thence 
the heated air is driven by a powerful fan to 
the different compartments, four in namber, 
through which it is forced coming out of 
each on the other side. It is astonishing 
what a current of very hot air is thus 
obtained and it can easily be conceived that 
the process of drying the lumber is greatly 
accelerated by the new system. Mr, 
Williams informed us that 160,000 feet of 
Jumber can be dried at once, und that 
50,000 feet can be turned out each day. 
Above the kilns, on the second story, are 
situated several compartments for storing 
various kinds of the more valuable woods 
which can be there kept dey aud in proper 
condition for use when required, The new 
estublishment is complete in every respect 
and is undoubtedly the largest and bestzin 
Canada.

OUT TO ADVANTAGE. 


Phe Advice of One Who Knows Whereot hoe 
A New Kind of Radish that

A correspondent, who is a prominent In 
diana farmor, has written a short article for 
our readers, giving somo good advice in ro 
gard to so planning the gardon that it can bo 
cultivated and cared for at tho least exponso 
possible for work, His lotter is as follows: 

Itisnot reasonablo to supposo that anyono 
living either in town or country, who pos- 
sesses a piece of ground, oven if itis only 
asmall lot, fails to try to grow to somo ox- 
tent his 6wn vegetables, and those who pos 
sees largo and fortilo gardens, such as overy 
farmor has or can have ifho will only try, 

are very much to be blamed if thoy noglect 
to raise in the greatest abundance all tho 
choice vegetables that may be wanted for 
family use during the entire yoar, A good 
large garden, if rightly cared for and cultiv- 
ated, is a source of much pleasure and on- 
Joyment to its possessor, besides being of the 
greatest value asa means of securing fora 
family an unstinted supply of the chofogst of 
food, that should, on account of its healthful- 
ness and other good qualities, form a large 
portion of the daily food of every individual 
With some exceptions, I believe that pooplo 
living in small towns and country villages 
oftener possess beautiful and well-cultivated 
gardens than those living in tho country. 
Why this is so Iam not prepared to say, but 
looking to the superior-advantages that farm- 
ers have over the residents of a town fn re- 
gard to cultivatinga garden in the best man- 
ner, it appears that they ought to be inthe 
front rank, 

One thing that has caused country gardens 
to be poorly cultivated in far too many in- 
stances is that instead of the farmers them- 
selves going ahead and working them as 
everyone should do, all the work except 
plowing the ground was left for the women 
todo. Household duties, care of children, 
and numerous other things that demanded 
their time and attention, as well as want of 
the necessary strength in many instances, 
kept them from attending to the matter as 
it should have been, and the result was a 
poorly-cultivated garden and only a scanty 
supply of vegetables, To some extent this 
way of trying to raise the family supply of 
vegetables is still practiced in various parts 
of the country, but I believe itis fast grow- 
ing out of favor, and hope it will soon be 
come what it should be—the man’s instead of 
the woman's work, 

I will proceed to describe a plan for laying 
out a family garden, which will be fond very 
convenient, at leastif the plot of ground de- 
signed for the garden is of much extent. A 
very small garden that can be spaded up 
when the season of the year arrives for 
planting the crop of vegetables, and that can 
afterwards be cultivated with’ tho hoe cr 
other hand tools, need not be laid off in any 
particular shape for the purpose or making 
the labor of cultivating any less, as it can be 
worked with about as much ease in one | 
shape as another ; but alarge garden of the 
kind everyone ought to be of some form that 
will make it as easy to cultivate as possible, 
and so the great bulk of the work it will re- 


horse-hoe, and such implements, instead of 
haying to do most of the work with hand- 
tools, which is entirely a too tedious and la- 
borious way of cultivating a large garden. 
The particular form that I prefer for a me- 
dium or large-sized garden is along square 


shape will be found to posses; many adyan- 
tages over such as aro altogether or nearly 
square. For the convenience of turning, if 
using a cultivator drawn by a horse, there 
should bea strip about ten or twelve feet in 
width left at each end across the whole width 
of thegarden, Having a garden in this form, 
all the work, excepting perhaps the pulling | 
of a few weeds by hand, can be done witha 
horse and that in a very satisfactory manner 
providing the planting has been rightly done, 
which is of cgnsiderable importance in a gar- 
den ofsuch sfape, 

The various kind of vegetable or crops to 
be raised should be planted in rows running 
the long way of the ground, beginning first 
with a few rows ofsome early kind of potag 
toes; then in rows wideenough apart to ad- 
mit of a horse and cultivator to pass, should 
be planted all such cropsas are not injured 
by slight frosts, such as onions, peas, beets, ra- 
dishes etc,, and so continue to plant until the 
whole vegetable crop is in the ground, re- 
serving until last such ones as late frosts 
mightinjure. By so arranging all the differ- 
ent kinds of crops there is littledifficulty in 
cultivating them, and a very short time only 
has to be spent at each working, to pass the 
cultivator or horse-hoe over the entire gar 
den, When a garden is laid off in this form, 
and the different crops all planted in rows ag 
described, the labor of keeping down tho 
weeds and grass is much less than when 
everything is planted so that no two kinds 
of crops are in rows running in the same dir- 
ection; as then thesurface ofthe ground can 
be kept constantly stirred with horse imple- 
ments, and the growth of everything, but 
what is intended to be cultivated canbe kept 
entirely checked, which is difficult todo if a 
garden, on account of its shape and lack of 
system in planting, has to be worked alto- 
gether with hand-tools, Knowingthe many 
great advantages that a garden laid off and 
planted in the manner here described has 
over suchas are differently planned for ease 
of cultivation I heartily-recommend this 
plan tofall who may be interested in growing 
a bountifulsupply of vegetables for family 
use.—Buffalo Express,

TWO GOOD SALT BOXES: 


They Can Be mado With Little Trouble and 
are Vory Useful, 


There aro two dosigns of silt boxos that 
were recently furnishod tho Rural Now 
Yorker by ono of ita correspondonta 

Tho objoct is to have a box holding a quart 
or more salt onthe bottom, so arranged that 
whon placed out of doors it will be acc ible 


to stock and yot protected from rain 


One is nearly a foot square and eight inches 
deep at tho back, and six inches in front, 
which is only partly inclosed. Tho lid B pro- 
jects one inch in front, The wholo arrange 
ment is firmly attached to a post or building. 
The salt is placed in Bin sight of tho stock, 
which soon learn to push up tho hinged 
cover with their noses, and help themselves 
whenever thoy so desire, 

The other figure shows a different style, as 
tho door is attached to the top, and is simply 
pressed against when salt is needed, It is 
best to fasten the door back, as shown, foro 
few days until the animals know what the 
box contains, and then it can be allowed to 
swing in position, Any one using those or 
similiar boxes will be suprised at the frequon- 
ey with which stock visit them, and the 
sight willeducate the farmer to be more 
liberal with salt in future, 


Farm Notes and Jottings. 

Orchard grass is consinered superior to 
timothy, but it does not yield as much hay. 

About one pound of London purple to 200 
gallons of wator is a sufficiently strong solu- 
tion for an insecticide, 

Sheep will need but little fesd from the 
barn now if grass is plentiful, and a saving 
of grain may be made in that direction. 

It will pay to thoroughly examine every 
ear of corn intended for seed, Corn from 


» fields infested with rust last season should be 


avoided. 

Australian settlers complain that there has 
been a great increase in destructive insects 
since the English sparrows arrived and drove 
out the native birds. 

All fallen fruit, whether very young or 
nearly matured, should be destoyed in order 
to prevent the propagation of insects as 
much as possible. 

During the warm days of summer the ma- 
nure Will “‘fire-fang” unless plenty of abe 
sorbent material be used, or the shure 
turned over occasionally, 

The hoe will compensate for lack of ma- 
nure in the garden sometimes. Nothing im- 
proves vegetables like a good hoeing of the 
soiland cutting out the weeds. 

Peas may still be planted for a later sup- 
ply. Use the dwarf kinds and keep them 
well cultivated, as the grass will easily crowd 
them out during warm weather. 

Cows will not refuse stagnant water when 
thirsty, and as such water contaminates the 
inilk the matter of a plentiful supply of fresh 
water is an important one. 

Trim back the raspberries and blackberries 
if it has not been done, in order to induce the 
growth of laterals, though the mattor should 
have been attended to earlier. 

Should fowls that have been afflicted with 
roup shows the effetts of tho disease during 
thesummer the difficulty of effecting a cure 
is too great, and the flock should be destroy- 
ed. 

Stock need salt when green food is plenti- 
ful more than at any other time. Tho lack 
of salt sometimes causes injurious effects from 
green food that might be avoided by its use 
for stock, 

If it pays some farmers to raise the dairy 
cows that are purchased by dairymen who 
sell their calves, it should pay the dairyman 
to raise his own cows, especially if ho does so 
with the aim of improving his herd. 

Prof. Hunt of Illinois determined by actual 
experiment ‘‘that the gain for the amountof 
food consumed decreased during fattening.” 
Also, ‘that an insufficient food supply for 
two weeks caused a very considerable loss in 
feeding thereafter.” 

Gilt-edged butter depends for its quality 
not only upon the breed and feed to a certain 
extent, but more so on the skill of the dairy- 
man. Tho first requisite is cleanliness, which 
begins at the stable and ends with the pack- 
ing of the butter for market. 

Grain may be fed liberally to cows when 


they are in full flow of milk, but if the cows 
are drying off previous to calving it is better 
to withold all grain if the animalsare in good 
condition, in order to avoid milk fever at cal- 
ying time, Plenty of grass is sufficient for 
dry cows, grain being unnecessary. 

By keeping the surface of the soil loose 
the loss of moisture by capillary attraction 
and evaporation will be partially avoided, 
A loose soil, if of only an inch in depth, 
serves asa mulch, or covering, over the sur- 
face of theground, thus protecting the roots 
and assisting to retain the moisture below. 

If the ground is cold nothing will be 
gained by putting seeds of tender plants, such 
as beans and melods, intooearly. The plant 
that starts)a little later in the season, and 
which is unchecked, will oyertake in growth 
the earlier plant that has been subjected to 
cool nights and lack of warmth in the soil. 

By planting small trees they can be bet 
ter started and will be less liable to the effects 
of drought, compared with older trees. ‘Too 
much top on young trees isa frequent cause 
of loss, they not possessing sufficient roots to 
nourish the many new shoots thatare pro- 
duced on tops that have not been cut back. 

When moisture is plentiful and the rains 
come at the proper times jt must not be 
overlooked that the weeds are benefited by 
the favorable conditions as well as the crops, 
Tho rain incrensos the work of destroying 
weeds, but much of the labormay be saved 
by using the cultivator after each rain so as 
to destroy the weeds as soon as thoy appear 
above ground, 

If thestrawborry bed is full of weeds, and 
tho plants have borne a crop last year, it will 
bo of advantage to plow up tho bed after the 
fruit has been picked, as {t will be a difficult 
task to pro the weeds taking possession 
before the crop can be made profitable noxt 
season. A now bedshould haye been planted 
last month, howevor,as itis rathor late to 
do #0 now. 

Exporimonts with burnt clay demonstrate 
it to boa fortilizer, Its valuo consists of ita 
affinity for the plant-forming oloments in tho 

| soil, Itextracts ammonia from the atmos. 
| phere and yiolds it to plants, as well as af- 
fording potash that is sot freo from the clay

of tho dish crackor are numbered and the 
grenadior steak toughener and potato soaker 
has outlived hor occupation. Forward, 
march! tho light-fingered, soft-solod, cloan- 
frocked brigado of cooks, Jaundresses and 
maids of the pantry, parlor, seullery and 
nursery. Tho main school will be located in 
this city and foreign and domestic help will 
bo received without question or credential, 

A graded course of study will bo provided, 
consisting of practical lessons in cooking, 
cleaning, sweeping, washing and ironing, 
nursing and miscellany, by which scouring, 
dusting, window and glass polishing, table 
service and like duties are meant, Only the 
more intelligent applicants will be taken 
through the course, skill in any one line or 
class being sufficient recommendation for a 
position that will make a girlself-supporting. 
This diploma or card of merit will be accepted 
as a “character” or reference all over the 
country, 

A girl showing aptness and possessed of suf- 
ficient mental ability to warrant such in~ 
struction will be given a higher training in~ 
cluding foods, hygienic cooking, sanitation, 
and interior decoration as applied to picture 
and curtain hanging, carpet cloaning and the 
care of sleeping-rooms, In the laundry prac- 
tical lessons will be given in doing up laces, 
curtains, linen, flannol, and cotton cloths: the 
pupil being taught how to wash fine cambric 
handkerchiefs and delicate laces without rub- 
bing or wringing them, Chops and steak, 
toast, muffins and pancakes will form the 
broiling lessons; joints, vegetables and pickled 
meats will go with the pots, and bread, rolls, 
roasts, poultry and pastry with the oven, 
Muddy coffee, leathery steak, sodden biscuits 
and sour bread will be sufficient cause for 
suspension, and during the training each 
pupil will be charged with the dishes sho 
breaks or chips and the material, whether 
food, fuel or gas wasted. 

Babies will be borrowed from industrial 
schools and bathed, dressed, fed and cared 
for in class. Every girl will have the en- 
couragement of a trial as a pupil, but no 
pupil will be retained or given a diploma who 
is not healthy, honest, sober, industrious, 
clean and capable, Deserving, promising 
and poinstaking women will be assisted by 
special training, wise counsel and porsonal in- 
fluence, provided with good positions and 
permitted to make their home in the school 
when out of employment. 

It is the intention of these public-spirited 
ladies to offer sufficient inducement to bring 
from the country towns and tenements of the 
city those bright, young, intelligent girls who 
go to the factories and shops and waste their 
youth and energies at tasks that scarcely 
yield a sufficiency to sustain life.—N. Y. 
World. 


PUBLIC CARRIAGES. 


Cabs Were Introduced Into England Only 
Seventy Years Ago. 


Tn these fast times we can hardly’ remem- 
ber that “cabs,” especially hatisom cabs, 
are almost a modern invention, says Mur- 
ray’s Magazine, and that but a little while 
ago the London which is now served by about 
12,000 hackney carriages was destitute of any 
ofthem. It is true that the history of public 
carriages goes back a very long way into the 
remote distance. For instance, carriages of 
a kind were to be hired in Romo under the 
emperors, The word “carriage” is probably 
tobe traced in the Latin carruca. During 
the middle ages, however, they ceased to be 
used, forin consequence of feudel customs and 
feudal authority they were prohibited as 
likely to enervate men and render them un- 
fit for military service. Such a fear suggests 
a kind of parallel between the old and new 
ways of training athletes, 

The rennaisance of public carriages may 
be dated from the reign of Louis X1V., and 
wasdue at,that time to acertain Nicolas 
Sauvage, who, living at tho sign of St. Fi- 
ecre, inthe Rue St. Martin, gave the name 
of his dwelling to the modern French fiacre, 
Oddly enough asit may seem, hackney coach- 
es were first established in London in 1625 by 
aretired sea-captain named Bailey, who was 
aman of ingenious mind and enterprising. 
His vehic’es used to stand at the ‘‘May Pole,” 
inthe Strand, and numbered no more than 
four, But they were found so convenient, 
and were so patronized that they grew rapid- 
ly. In 1687 there were 50; in 1652, 200; 
in 1654, 300. From time to time regulations 
were made limiting their numbers; but as 
the French kings could not stay the growth 
of Paris, and as Mrs, Partington failed with 
the Atlantic, the tide of hackney carriages 
was not to be hindered, and, all laws not- 
withstanding, continued to flow, 

Yet, in spite of the rapid increase in the 
number of these coaches, there was for a 
long time little improvement in their form. 
Tt was not until 1820 that the French ‘‘cabri- 
olet de place,” whence comets our abbrevi- 
ated and familiar “cab,” was introduced 
into England from the other side of the chan- 
nel, Inshape it was a kind of hooded gig, 
and allowed no more than one passenger; as 
the driver sat inside. But achange was com- 
ing. In 1834 the gondola of London, the 
hansom cab, was patented by Hansom, and 
by its superiority it camo rapidly to tho 
front. 

Tn 1888 there were 7,396 hansoms and 5,013 
“growlers,” or four-wheelers, technically 
described by the police as clarences, and year 
by year they continue to increase. 


Progressiveness of the Servians, 


It is impossible in the peaceful atmos- 
phere of America to realize the almost 
hourly anxiety in which the people of South- 
eastern Europe live, and the oxtent to which 
they are developing their military resources, 
But their progress in the arts of civilization 
in the past decade would have done credit 
to the most favorable circumstances, Ser- 
vian advances are not so marked and striking 
as Bulgarian; but it must be remembered 
that the Servian people have been practically 
independént for seventy yoars, and that tho 
events of the recent war meant much less to 
thom than to their down-troddon neighbors, 
the Bulgarians, Those recont years, how- 
over, have witnessed in Servia, as olsewhere 
in the southoast of Europe, a great revival of 
interest in education and literature, Com- 
mon schools abound and the Government 
Supports severaladvanced institutions, 

‘Tho Servians are a more vivacious and pile 
turesque raco than the Bulgarians, but thoy 


have, aso raco, no such sturdiness and force 
of charactor and no such capacity for self.
